WASHINGTON (If) — 
Over 
35 


'ears ago 
an Indochinese named 


Ho Chi Minh made his way 
to 


Paris as a servant on a French 
boat 
and got 
a job as a photo- 


retoucher. 


Indochina was strictly a French 


colony then. And in 1919 Ho Chi 
Minh joined the French Commu- 
nist party. He has been a Mommu- 
nist ever since. H0 is a man who 
can be said to have lived a dedi- 
cated life. 


His was a double 
dedication: 


communism and independence Zw 
Indochina. Now ho is leading the 
Vietminh in their fight against the 
French in Indochina. His followers 
are not all Communists

means. Many are Indochinaese na- 
tionalists who also insist upon in- 
dependence for their country. 


Ho Chi Minh is described

Ho Chi Minh — the name means 
'The One Who Shines" — 
went 


from Paris to Moscow and studied 
revolutionary tecnnisues.

and in 1030 formed the Indochi- 
nere Communist party.

founded the Vietminh
